DETAILS OF THE DISASTER. 
AN ARMY OF SCARECROWS.

INTENSE EXCITEMENT.

AMBUSH, SURPRISE, AND SLAUGHTER.

WENDELL PHILLIPS, 


The Dead Orator’s Remains to Lie in 
State in Faneuil Hal- Arrangements 


Bosron, Mass., Feb. 5.—{Special.}—The fu- 
neral of Wendell Phillips tomorrow will be a 
notable event in the history of the city. Mrs. 
Phillips has insisted that there shall be no 
demonstration, but after the ritual service in 
Hollis Street Church in the forenoon, the re- 
mains will be taken in charge by the colored 
company of State militia and will lie in state 
in Faneuil Hall from 1 to 4 o’clock, where 
probably from 50,000 to 100,000 persons will 
pass in review. The interment will 
be strictly private, and there will be neither 
flowers nor addresses at the regular service. 


The services in the Old Church will be attended 


by the relatives and special friends of Mr. 
Phillips, by the Governor of the Common- 
wealth, and a committee of the Legislature, 
by the Mayor of the city, both branches of the 
City Council, prominent anti-slavery men, and 
others whose attendance is especially appro- 
priate, and who are furmished with tickets 


by those having the arrangements in 
charge.

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Informa- 
tion was received in this city tonight of the 
lynching of a man named Peter Bland, who was 
confined in jail in King William County Monday 
last. Bland was convicted Of maiming the 29th, 
and confined in the jail at King William Court- 
House. Sunday night tw or fifteen masked 
men to the © keys of the 
jail, saying that they had a prisoner from 
West Point whom they wished to con- 
fine in the jail. The jailer did no give 
them the keys, however, and the masked 
men lingered about the place until early 
Monday morning and then put the jailer 
in the clerk's office, took the keys from him, 
locked him in, and then went to the jail and 
took the prisoner out. They at once hurried 
him away, and Monday morning the dead body 
of Bland was found hanging to a tree not far 
distant. A number of buckshot wounds were 
found on the body, showmg that the murderers 
had fired at the manafter hanging. At last ac- 
counts no one had been arrested.

: A SHAMEFUL CONTEST, 
ENDING IN THE NOMINATION OF BLACKBURN. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 5.—|Special.]—The 
nomination of Representative Blackburn to be 
United States Senator, which was effected to- 
night, is a surprise to politicians and the people 
generally. It had come to be believed that he 
was a beaten man, and the entry of Carlisle's 
name was considered an acknowledgment of 
that fact. The contest has been of a shame- 
less and corrupt character. Money has been 


freely used, and it is well understood among 


the workers that a number of members were 
paid for their votes, not only for Williams but 
for Blackburn. Most of the delay was really 
caused by dickermg with pürchasable 
members who had sold to one side and were of- 
fered larger sums by the other. In one case, 
it is said, a Williams man who received $700 
was offered $2,000 by friends of Blackburn. 
The vote tonight by which Blackburn won was 
63 tor him to 57 for Williams. 
REBELS STILL. 

The nomination of Blackburn has sig- 
nificance in more than one way. It seems that 
the-people of Kentucky think more of a man 
who fought for the lost cause than 
those who fought for Mexico. Six months 
ago Judge J. R. Curle, a representative 
Kentucky gentleman of Hart County, said inan 
interview printed in the Louisville Commercial: 
“Our people are Rebels, and I for one am not 
ashamed to confess it. We are for Joe Black- 
burn for Senator because he was a Rebel sol- 
dier. We are for Mrs. Hanson for Librarian 
because she is the widow of a Rebel soldier. 
We are for Charles Offut for Speaker of the 
House because he is a descendant of a Rebel 
family.“ Judge Curle seems to have voiced 
the sentiment of the people. Each of these as- 
pirants for office is elected. 

IN THE CAUCUS. 
When the caucus was ca''ed to order the name

Carlisle, published this morning, as an indica- 
tion that Mr. Carlisle would be glad to receive 
the nomination if he could honorably do so, 
Some harsh things, for this reason, were said 
of Carlisle by Blackburn’s friends. A few of 
Mr. Blackburn’s friends remained about the 
newspaper and telegraph offices until the wel- 
come news came. Then their enthusiasm was 
indescribable. Mr. Carlisle, who is not in 
good health, had retired before the 
news came, and was not accessible. 
It is quite clear he would have been well pleased 
to have been elected to a Senatorial term, 
which does not begin uptil he drops the Speak- 
er's gavel. This morning all the information 
went to show that Cerro Gordo Williams had 
polled his last vote, and that the genial old man 
would have to give way to the younger ele- 
ment in Kentucky politics. Mr. Blackburn is 
very popular with those who know bim, and 
while many may think that his qualities better 
fit him for the more boisterous House than for 
the conservative Senate, all will be glad of his 
success.

Mrs. Porter Receives the Money in Lieu 
of Annual Alimony—Full Text 
of the Decree. . 


ROCKFORD, Ill., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—As here- 
tofore stated in Tun Trisuns, the decree for 
the divorce of Louise A. Porter from Robert P. 
Porter had not entered or filed, but 
granted. This morning the decree was placed 
on file. Porter was represented by Gen. John 
B. Hawley, of Chicago. As soon as the case 
was begun in the Vircuit Court the bill of com- 
plaint was filed, and immediately afterward Mr. 
Lathrop, the attorney, pocketed the paper and 
has since refused to allow anyone to see it. The 
Judge this morning in the court instructed the 
Clerk notto allow the reporters to see the 
papers at all. on 

THE DECREE. 


Tue TRrBune reporter, however, managed to 
see a copy of the decree, which was as follows: 


Louise A. Porter vs. Robert P. Porter, in Winne- 
bago Circuit Court, January term: Upon the bill of 
complaint taken as confessed against defendant 
and the evidence, and it appearing that Robert P. 
Porter has come and entered his appearance in this 
cause, and waiving service of process upon him and 
expressly assenting to the court hearing the evi- 
dence and determining the cause, and at the hear- 
ing appears John B. Hawley, attorney for said Por- 
ter. And it further appearing from the evidence 
that all the allegations in complainant’s bill are 
true; that the parties were married at Janesville, 
Wis., May, 1875; that there are two children as 
fruits of this marriage—EHdwin P. Porter, aged 8, 
and Robert W. Porter, 6 years old; that said chil- 
dren are now and always have been cared for by 
the wife; that for three years last past she hag re- 
sided in Rockford. And it further appearing that 
said Robert P. Porter is guilty of willfully desert- 
ing and absenting himself from said complainant 
without any reasonable cause therefor, and that he 
has so deserted complainant since October, 1880. It 
further appears that no wrong in the premises is 
chargeable to complainant, and that she is a proper 
person to have the care and custody of the children 
and their education and maintenance. 

Therefore, it is decreed by this court that said 
marriage be dissolved and annulled and said par- 
ties respectively released and discharged from the 
Obligations thereof. {And it is further ordered 
that the comp! ainant have the care, custody, con- 
trol, and education of the children without inter- 
ference by the defendant until further order of the 
court; but saia defendant shali have the right to 
visit said children at any and all reasonable times, 
but shall not persuade or attempt to persuade 
them to leave complainant, nor attempt to infiu- 
ence either of them against said complainant.

dered that defendant pay to complainant this sum

NEWSPAPER POSTAGE. 

A WEMORIAL IN THE INTEREST OF LOWER 
RATES FROM THE PRESIDENT OF THE WHEST- 
BAN ASSOCIATED PHESS. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Feb. 5.—The following 
memorial was presented in the House today by 
Mr. Finerty and referred to the Committee on 
Post-Offices: 

OFFICE OF THE WESTERN ASSOCIATED PRESS, 
WHICAGO, Feb. 2.—To the Honorable Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Washington, D. U.—SiR: At 
the Sibtal Meeting of the members of the Western 
Associated Press, recently held in Detroit, a reso- 
jution was unanimously adopted to memorialize 
Congress setting forth the injustice of the present 
rate of newspaper and especially the rate 
on transient papers, in view of the recent reduc- 

thon in letter postage. 

The law charges for the transmission of tran- 
sient mewspapers one cent for each two ounces 
weight, and one cent for any fraction of two ounces. 
Thus, anewspaper exceeding two ounces by the 
weight of the wrapper only is consigned to the 

\ Waste-box in a post-office unless the stamp thereon 
is two cents. In the case of letters, if the postage 
happens to be insufficient it is mailed and the de- 

Hciendéy ie collected from the receiver: and most 

people suppose the same thing is done in regard to 

pewspapers. And why should it not be? 

The smaller class of newspapers without su pple- 
ments come within the two-ounce weight, but with 
them overrun it. Nearly all newspapers of quarto 
form, of seven columns or more to the page, exceed 
tw6 otntes’ weight when in wrappers and are sub- 
jected to double postage. Nearly all daily papers is- 
gue supplements Saturday and Sunday, or when ad- 
vertising is brisk. Or to publish proceedings of con- 
Yentions and important public documents. In all 
these cases the paper exceeds the two-ounce limit 
und sunfects the sender to double transient rates, 
and these are the very copies which people are most 
in the habit of mailing to personal friends and busi- 
ness acquaintances; and as a general thing they 
never reach their destination—the postage being 
insufficient, the papers are contiscated. 

The public ordinarily only put a one-cent stamp on 
&@ newspaper, supposing that to be enough. But if 
the iséue consists of a double sheet and a two- 
cent stamp attached it is still insufficient, and the 

aper and stamp are consigned to the waste- box. 

Imouns of copies are thus lost through the opera- 
tion Of an illiberal law harshly executed. 

Most persons when trateling or absent from 
home mail newspapers to their friends, which are 
commoniy confiscated by the post-office by reason 
of #lightiy exceeding the proportion of weight to 
postage. Advertisers are in the habit of buying 
extra copies of newspapers to mail to customers, 
bat the double-pos charge for fractional over- 
weight feduces the number of such copies, and 
thus injures the publisher as well as the advertiser. 
The postage on a transient newspaper weighing the 
smallest fraction over two ounces is more than a 
majority of publishers receive for the printed 
sheets, and this is felt to be an extortionate charge 

‘and a personal grievance when the paper is not 

forwarded to its destination by reason of error in 

judgment in not attaching enough postage, but is 
confiscated without notice to the sender. Few per-

The Western Press Association are of the unani- 

mous opinion thatthe law should be amended to

It directed the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture by proper investigation 
to locate the disease, to notify the State authori- 
ties of the fact that it exists, and to what extent, 
and to ask the coSperation of the State and request 
it to pay half the expense to eradicate it. There 
was not a single State that would not codperate 
heartily with the Federal Government in the good 
work. The Federal States where the disease exist- 
ed had temporized with the question long enough, 
and the demand for this bill came from the great 
cattle States of the West. He referred to the fact 
that the disease existed in the District of Columbia, 
and ventured the assertion that within the last 
month every member of the House had eaten beef 
cut from an animal infected with lung trouble. 
Mr. Belford said he had been informed that this 
bil] was the result of the combined genius of the 
cattle kings of the West, and its alm was to destroy 
the men who owned thoroughbreds. If that were 
the object the House should bave courage enough 
— to investigate the question before 
passing the measure.

Six Hundred Dissatisfied Souls Meet 


in Boston to Discuss the Matter. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 5.—Six hundred persons 
of both sexes from all parts of the State met in 
Tremont Temple today in answer to the call of 
the committee having in charge the movement 
looking to the prohibition of the alcoholic- 
drink traflic by constitutional amendment. Dr. 
Daniel Dorchester said the platform on which 
the committee works and proposes to work has 
one distinct issue constitutional prohibition to 
be put into the Constitution of Massachusetts 
forbidding the manufacture and sale of alcoholic 
liquors for the purpose of beverages. Dr. 
Dorchester spoke of the strength of the move- 
ment among the Catholics and their promised 
cod n with the committee, making it a 
general movement of all creeds, the objective 
point being to suppress liquor-saloons. The 
plan of action reported is to the effect that if 
the prayer of the prohibitionists is not granted 
by the present Legislature, then in 1885 a cam- 
paign be inaugurated to secure as large a peti- 
tion as possible, and then the pro amend- 
ment shall come directly before the people for 
their vote. The home shall be p against 
the encroachmenuts of the liquor traffic. A con- 
tingent fund of $10,000 will be raised for the 
purpose of carrying out the prohibition policy.

The total 
length of the road contracted for by the com- 
pany was 1,900 miles, including 650 miles 
around Lake Superior and 1,250 miles from 
Selkirk across the prairies. Trains were al- 
ready running on 1,131 miles of the main line 
and on 239 miles ot the company’s branches. 
There were at present 9,000 men at work on the 
line, mainly on the Lake Superior section. The 
Government justified their action in guaran- 
teeing the interest on the stock of the com- 
pany on the ground that it was absolutely nec- 
essary before work could be proceeded 
with, owing to the financial position of 
the company. This guarantee had failed in 
enabling the company to. dispose of their 
stock, and the company now ask for the con- 
cessions embodied in the resolutions before 
Parliament. The company had suffered, he 
stated, from hostility shown to the road by the 
Union, Central, and Northern Pacific Railways, 
who regarded with jealousy the rapid rate at 
which the Canadian road was being stretched 
across the continent. He dwelt at some length 
in showing to Parliament the financial strength 
of the company, which he considered able to 
carry out the contract within the specified 
time, but which for want of ready money was 
— aoa keep up the rate at which con- 
struction had been going on since work com- 
menced in 1881. He pointed out that the loan 
of $22,500,000 now asked for was not to be paid 
out at once, but only as the work progressed. 
The release of the $8,000,000 deposited by the 
company as securiety for the guarantee he 
justified on the ground that the money was 
required by the company to meet pressing lia- 
bilities. He estimated that up to the present 
time the company had expended $69,000,000, 
while their total receipts were only $53,000,000, 
the balance having been paid out of con- 
tractors’ pockets. He considered that the 
cost of completing the road would not exceed 
$27,000,000. He justified the step taken by the 
company in purchasing lines in Eastern Can- 
ada, as without this connection the road would 
have no standing in the financial world. He 
held that the expenditure on southeastern 
lines from Montreal to the international boun- 
dary was absolutely necessary, on the ground 
that that was the only means availabie by 
which connection through to Halifax and 
Louisborongh might be secured. At the same 
time he thought connection with Boston, Port- 
land, and New York necessary to catch the 
trade coming to these ports and carry it over 
the Canadian road. The company, he 
stated, had such faith in the ability 
of the line to meet any competition that 
when the road was completed around Lake 
Superior in 1886 the Government would recon- 
sider the policy of refusing to assent to char- 
ters of lines in Manitoba to run across the 
border and to connect with American lines. 

In replying to the Minister of Railways, Mr. 
Blake, leader of the Opposition, condemned the 
policy of the company in constructing the road 
with such rapidity, to which was due the finan- 
cial difficulties they were now asking Parlia- 
ment to assist them out of. The Liberal mem- 
bers will all strongly oppose the resolutions, 
which will, however, carry by a large majority.

the beginning. It is essential to the success 
of such a conspiracy that it should be secret. 
Yet here are the details of the mystery al- 
ready so common that they are retailed by 
anonymous speculators to the world. This 
has not been Gould’s. previous method. He 
usually sells his secrets at the highest mar- 
ket price, as the buyers of them have reason 
to know. | Pa 

The Garretts have for years been at the 
head of one of the most important trunk 
lines in the country. They have not been 
any better than other corporation managers 
and railroad-men in some respects. They 
have pooled and have charged all they could 
get, and have indulged like the rest in dis- 
criminations of the various kinds which our. 
railroad kings have considered themselves 
privileged to practice. But they are not 
liars; they are not corporation wreckers; 
they have not amassed millions by violating 
the laws, betraying trusts, corrupting Legis- 
latures. They have never watered their 
stocks. They have refused the most se- 
ductive invitations from Jay Gould to go in 
with him and wreck the Baltimore & Ohio, 
as every corporation that Mr. Gould has had 
anything to do with has been found to be 
wrecked when he got through withit. To 
credit them at this late day with having em- 
barked in such a conspiracy against the pub- 
lic as is alleged is to suppose that they are 
willing to sell themselves very cheap. 

The alleged combination between them and 
Gould would be almost entirely for the lat- 
ter’s benefit. The Baltimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph interest was until the recent purchase 
and contracts a slight affair. Compared with 
the Western Union it had little to lose by the 
establishment of a postal telegraph. The 
combination between it and the Western 
Union would amount to an agreement on the 
part of the Garretts to pull Mr. Gould’s 
chestnuts out of the fire at the cost of uni- 
versal execration to be poured on their heads 
by the whole people. The mere fact that 
the Garretts at this stage of the game had 
formed an alliance of this kind with Gould 
would affect their financial as well as their so- 
cial standing. People would see that they 
2 no more to be trusted. Trustworthi- 
ness bids fair, according to all the signs of 
the times, to have a commercial value in the 
future. | 

There is an indignant fervor about the de- 
nials of this story made by the Garretts that 
it is impossible to believe to be feigned. 
Their revelations about the manner in which 
Mr. Gould has watered the Western Union, 
adding $40,000,000 to its capitalization for 
properties that cost but $5,000,000 in cash, 
are not of the kind that Mr. Gould would 
have encouraged an accomplice to tell the 
people. These statements about the exact 
cost of the telegraph lines which Mr. Gould 
consolidated with the Western Union give 
precisely the information the public wanted 
to have, but have been unable to acquire for 
themselves. They are the results of the per- 
sonal investigation and experience of one of 
the ablest financiers ot the country, who ex- 
amined the accounts and the properties, and 
was for a time associated with Mr. Gould in 
the management of these lines. It is worth 
a great deal to the country to have Mr. Gar- 
rett’s assurance that the cost of these lines 
was not more than $5,000,000, while they 
were capitalized by the Western Union for 
$40,000,000. . It would have been worth con- 
siderable to Mr. Gould not to have had this 
fact made known. 

The postal-telegraphy will not stop wheth- 
er Mr. Gould and Mr. Garrett combine or 
compete, The new lines of the Baltimore & 
Ohio are destined for commercial business, 
their projector tells us. They are to run be- 
tween the great markets. They are to be 
another convenience for the wealthy classes 
of the community that have already such per- 
fect appliances for the transmission of intelli- 
gence. But it is not for these classes that 
postal-telegraphy is wanted. It is not to 
double the number of electric strands that 
enmesh the wholesale centres and the great 
8 exchanges that the people are 
calling for a Government telegraph.

In Europe eight-tenths of 
the business ot the telegraph is of a social 
character. In this country the conditions are 
reversed.

CAN A WOMAN RUN A STEAMER? 

Secretary Folger has commended himself 
to the good graces of certain of the fair sex, 
and it may be confidently asserted that if they 
ever get the baliot and he is ever a candidate 
they will vote for him.

It now remains to be seen whether Mis- 
tress Miller is qualified to run a steamboat. 
Hitherto the standard of female capacity in a 
business way has been fixed at her qualifica- 
tion for running a hotel. It has been a very 
exacting standard, and few of the sex have 
ever reached it. The great traveling public 
will have observed how few women there are 
running hotels. The failure is one not easy 
of comprehension, for thousands of women 
run very elegant boarding-houses, and the 
distinction between a boarding-house and a 
hotel is only one of dimensions, not of disci- 
pline, for the occupants of a boarding-house 
are much harder to manage than the tran- 
sients of a hotel. But if lovely woman can- 
not run a hotel can she run a steamboat, 
which apparently is a much harder job? 
This remains to be seen. In the event that 
Mistress Miller can, Secretary Folger’s de- 
cision evidently will allow her to make the 
trial, and she will have every opportunity to 
show her abilities, for natural gallantry will 
induce all the masculines on the Ouachita to 
give a lady the right of way and precedence 
ascending or descending that turbulent stream. 
The only danger lies in the natural proclivity 
of the sex. If Mrs. Miller appears on the 
Ouachita in command of a steamer other 
women may want to run steamboats, and if 
the river should get very full of female 
steamers something will have to go by the 
board, for no woman likes to be beaten by 
another. The consequence will be a compe- 
tition fraught with danger to the traveling 
public, and steamers will go down the river 
with furnace-doors wide open and colored 
men on the safety-valves, reckless of the test- 
standards of boiler-iron, and contemptuous of 
snags, rather than have that ‘horrid thing” 
pass them. It is probable that the Secretary 
did not contemplate all the possibilities in 
the case when he allowed Mistress Miller to 
be licensed; but, all the same, if gender is to 
make no difference with navigation some. 
rules will have to be devised regulating speed, 
and particularly talking to the pilot, and for- 
bidding the practice of afternoon teas and 
kettledrums on board. 


MISSTATEMENTS. 

Notwithstanding the moderate proportions 
and fair distribution of the reductions in the 
tariff proposed by the Morrison bill, the protec- 
tionists in and around Congress are said to 
have rallied immediately in fierce and uncom- 
promising hostility to the measure. It may be 
expected that they will make a desperate 
fight against this bill, as they would against 
any other which should not actually propose 
an increase of bounty for their benefit and an 
increase of burden upon the consumers. The 


their opposition is well illustrated by the fol- 
lowing comment made by one of the agents 
of the protected classes: 

The Morrison bill should be called a bill to 
destroy the salt industry of the United States, 
to wipe out the American pottery industry, to 
demolish important manufactories of glass, to 
destroy the lead and copper mining industries, . 
to reduce the wages of coal-miners and iron- 
miners, as well as the wages of operatives in 
cotton and woolen mills, in furnaces and roll- 
ing-mills, and in nearly every other branch of 
iron and steel manufacture; to oppress the. 
rice-growers of South Carolina and Georgia, to 
depress the wages of laborers on the sugar 
plantations and in the sugar mills of Louisiana, 
and to eliminate wool-growing from the list of 
productive industries of the United States. 


Any proposition contemplating the aban- 


on the people would be described in the same 
lying terms. The attitude of the bounty- 
grabbers suggests a number of significant cir- 
cumstances : 

1. It is now apparent that the bounty 
classes, as a rule, are too short-sighted to d 
cern the advantages ot a foreign mark 
which a sufficient abatement of tariff taxation 
would open up for their surplus products. 
They prefer to plunder the home market not- 
withstanding experience has taught them 
that the false stimulant of an excessive tariff 
leads to overproduction, excessive competi- 
tion, collapse in prices, enforced suspen- 
sion of industry, and enormous loss of capi- 
tal.

In what condition 
would our tarmers be if they were so highly 
** protected ” that they could not export and 
sell abroad their surplus cotton, corn, wheat, 
pork, beef, butter, and cheese? In that 
pitiable plight are our protected manufact- 
urers. 
2. The Morrison bill does not propose to 
reduce the tariff in any material respect be- 
low that of March, 1861, known as the Morrill 
tariff. Nearly twenty-three years have 
elapsed since that tariff—much the highest 
ever known under our system up to that 
timo—was adopted. The manufacturing in- 
terests of the country are certainly mature as 
compared with their “infancy,” which was. 
then urged as a condition requiring coddling. 
Nearly an entire generation of protection must 
certainly have infused added strength and 
developed new resources, or else the policy of 
protection is all wrong. But the manuffct- 
uring interests in all the vigor and enterprise 
of maturity now demand more coddling and 
nursing than they did when they were babes- 
in-arms. The tariff adopted at the opening 
of the great Civil War is not now regarded 
as high enough after nearly twenty years of 
peace, and with a prospect of uninterrupted 


vantage of a horizontal or equal reduction of 
duties on all interests involved. They ignore 
deliberately and obstinately the fact that each 
interest loses about as much as it gains by 
the excessive exaction of the tariff. If one 
manufacturer is compelled to abate his pres-

istactory. Many establishments are using the 


lief so far as the relative benefits of the man- 
ufacturers are concerned. It amounts to 2 
readjustment in the scale of prices all along 
the line, in which one interest concedes no 
more than it acquires from all the others in 
proportion to its bounty tax. It is only a 
narrow, selfish, and greedy habit which can 
exclude a realization ef the equal distribution 
of concessions and advantages. 

4. The appeal to the wage-classes which the 
agents of the bounty-grabbers propose to 
make is a piece of lyitig, arrant demagogism. 
The actual operation of the new tariff law 
has demonstrated that the average reduction 
in tariff taxation does not exceed 5 per cent, 
and it is estimated by some as low as 3% per 
cent, The average reduction in wages, in- 
cluding the cut in rates paid, the closing of 
factories, furnaces, and foundries, and the 
discharging of employés, cannot be less than 
20 or 25 per cent. At the same time it can- 
not be shown that the reduction of the tariff 
last July in any one instance cut below the 
„ protection line, or even touched it-—that 
is to say, the new tariff schedules shut out 
the competition of foreign markets as com- 
pletely as the old schedules. Hence the re- 
duction of last winter neither necessitated 
nor warranted the reduction in wages, which 
was due to the glut of the inadequate home 
market and prohibition from the foreign 
markets which a high tariff causes. The 
laboring classes are much more in need of 
protection from the men who selfishly and 
fraudulently misrepresent the effect of tariff 
reduction than from a reduction which will 
still leave as much protection bounty as there 
was during the early part of the War. The 
mass of consumers will still be well bled. 

It will be of no avail to reason with the 
agents and attorneys of the grabber syndi- 
cates in Washington, for the position they 
have taken shows them to be utterly unrea- 
soning. But it is desirable that their obsti- 
nacy and selfishness be exposed, and certain- 
ly the considerations we have suggested, to 
which others of a like nature may be added, 
prove that they exaggerate and misrepresent 
the influence of the proposed cut of one-fifth 
in the tariff when they claim that it is calcu- 
lated to destroy any interest or bear down 
oppressively upon the working classes. 


The Smoke Nuisance Again.

Experience 
has shown that four tons of soft coal with the 
smoke-burner will make as much steam as five 
tons without it. It is this extra ton that wor- 
ries the soft-coal men. It is the fear that they 
will not sell quite so much coal, not the fear 
that soft coal will go out of use. If Ald. 
Lawler, or any of his sooty constituents, or any 
of the soft-coal men will visit the Bemis & Mo- 
Avoy brewery in this city they will find both 
soft coal and soft-coal coke used in making 
steam, and not a particle of smoke escaping 
from the chimneys of either the old or new 
buildings, and they will also see what they are 
not accustomed to—a clean neighborhood. 

It is a shame and a digsrace that such men as 
Lawler should have it in their power to throw 
a single obstacle in the way of the enjoyment 
_of a great public blessing, both to the appear- 
ance and the health of the city. It has been 
established beyond all question that smoke can 
be consumed. The experiments have been sat- 


burners with success, and the Citizens’ Associa-

Under such circum- 
stances it is a shame that a man who cares 
nothing for cleanliness or the health and beauty 
of the city should have it.imhis power to place 
any obstacle in the way of such results.

If introduced in the training-school 
the instruction in its use will become the most 
interesting and popular part of the manual 
course. It will be also the most powerful in 
developing the artistic taste and any latent in- 
ventive power which the boys may possess. 
The use of the saw, chisel, plane, and hammer 
are mostly mechanical. The use of the turn- 
ing-lathe frequently becomes artistically sug- 
gestive, and develops creative power. 


Costa Rica is a small State of Central 
America where the Government sells the liq- 
uor and collects fines off the drunkards. A 
traveler recently from there says this about it: 


‘* Whisky, brandy, and wine, I suppose, are the 
drinks of the country?” 

No, sir. Rum is the staple article in that line. 
It is made from sugar-cane, and the Government 
has a monopoly of this manufacture, which is made 
in the fabrica, a large stone building near the Pres- 
ident’s mansion. The process is simple and lucra- 
tive. The sigar-cane is first reduced toa solid 
mass called chaucaca, which is brought from the 
plantations in solid blocks. These are reduced by 
heat to a liquid form, and turned into 2,000-gallon 
vats for fermentation in a temperature of 21° R. 
The natural fermentation of this guarape (subacid) 
causes it to boil as if heated by fire. From these 
vats it passes into the distillery, where it under- 
goes the common process of distillation. The daily 
product amounts to 1,200 gallons at a cost uf 55 
cents. Itis sold by the Government at $1.75 per 
gallon, yielding them over 200 per cent. A drunk 
generally winds up the labors of the week, and 
drunkards are fined $5.75. In atown of 1,500 in- 
habitants it yields a monthly revenue of $400 in 
fines, and 425 gallons of rum and a 


large quantit 
of English ale and beer is — 
weekly.“ 


OnE of the criticisms on the new manual 
training school arises from the fact that many 
rich men’s sons attend it. The fact is credit- 
able to the school, No class of our youth bave 
. been so deficient in manual training as the sons 
of the wealthy, and it is well that so many of 
them in Chicago recognize this, and act on it. 
They also recognize the fact that manual train- 
ing may become as useful to them as to the 
children of the poor artisan or the small store- 
keeper. The presence of these rich men’s sons 
in the school, too, will have an excellent effect 
on their less fortunate companions, who will be 
ambitious to emulate and: excel them not only 
in the literary studies, but in the use of the 
hand and the eye, in inventive power, in de- 
sign, in cultivated taste. The school was not 
established alone for the benefit of the sons of 

the poor. It was established for all classes. 

That the sons of millionaires will mingle with 

the sons of day-laborers cannot have a bad ef- 

fect on either.

Then the poor workingman, he 
said, would have to go half a mile for his 
beer.”

Adelina Patti as Juliet. 

To hear Patti is always a treat, but to hear 
ber and at the same time become acquainted 
with an opera praised asa masterwork as the 
composer has written it, after having had an 
inkling by poor performances what this master- 
work might be like, makes the treat all the 
greater. The announcement, therefore, that 
Patti would take part in what Mr. Mapleson 

the first production in America of Guo- 
nodes Romeo and Juliet with the origi- 
mal. score of the great maestro, filled 
the patrons of the opera with great 
anticipations, especially as Mr. Mapleson. who 
is famous for never promising more than he 
can keep, had coupled the announcement with 
the statement that. great care had been ex- 
pended on the preparations in order to make 
the most delightful 
novelty of the season. 

These anticipations were not fulfilled, how- 
ever, and except for those who think a look at 
Patti and the listening to her unique vocaliza- 
tion worth more than all the operas in the 
world last night's performance at McVicker’s 
was another of those disappointments 
which seem to be the leading feature of the 
present opera season. 

Gounod has been in his day even prouder of 
“Romeo and Juliet than of his Faust.“ 
and French critics have not hesitated to place 
hie musical adaptation of Shakspeare’s foremost 
love tragedy at least on a par with his 


musical of Goethe’s Faust.“ But 
this will bardly be by those 
who saw the opera last night. fact is, they 


saw only part of the opera, and some of its 
brightest features were withheld from the 
audience. It may not be inopportune, and of 
some interest to Mr. Mapleson, to quote a re- 
mark of Gounod’s during the time 
of the preparation for the first pro- 
duction of Romeo and Juliet.“ 
The management at that time proposed to cut 
part of the third act—the finale to the marriage 
scene—and Gounod complained of this propo- 
sition to a friend in the following words: “If 
a management produces an opera different 
from the composer's directions it is noth- 
ing less than 1 libel against 
the composer. In private life the 
law provides a remedy against libel, in art life 
there is nosvch remedy. . . The compo- 
sition of Romeo has for years filled my soul 
by day and dy night with joy as well as 
‘with pain. “fo this work I owe the 
most b hours of my existence. 
But what follows after the completion 
of such a work, the rehearsal, the production, 
‘and, finally, the reception by the public?—all 
this is suffering and disappointment.”. Poor 
Gounod! If the cutting of one little finale 
made him so indignant what would he have 
said bad he seen his work mutilated as it was 
last night. 

Gounod proposed to furnish a strong, pictur- 
yesque background for the series of love duets 
‘of which the opera mainly consists. For this 
3 he introduced into the overture a tab- 

showing a picturesque group of young 
men and women, arranged in the style of the 
famous pictu Florentine com- 
pany, who chant the prolog to Sbakspeare's 
Arama. While the curtain falls on this sene 
the orchestra continues the overture, and after 
that the opera begins, opening with a brilliant 
feast in the house of the Capulets, in which a 
grand ballet scene forms the special feature. 
Then, again, the fourth act closes with the wed- 
ding procession in the house of the proposed 
nuptials of Juliet and Paris, furnishing a relief 
after the intensely tragic scene between Friar 
Taurence and Juliet, and at the same time a 
strong and telling background for Juliet’s sup- 
poed death. These three important 
features wero entirely omitted last 
might as far as the prolog and the 
‘wedding procession are concerned, while the 
opening scenes were robbed of all the splendor 
of a Venetian ball feast. In the garden scene 
Gounod has a very strong chorus ensemble to 
Stow the jntense feeling existing on the 
part of the Capulets against Romeo's family, 


but of this hardly more was given 
than to make the whole rruption ludicrous. 
All these libels—to use nod’s own expres- 


tion—were all the more surprising as Gounod’s 
Own score was actually used, as was shown by 
the giving of the grand finale of the third act, 
which Gounod added only a few years ago, 
much to the benefit of his entire work. | 
Nor can it be said that the cast was a very 
Strong one. It made a decidedly ludicrous im- 
pression to hear Signor Bello in the first act 
Ang not alone the part of Tybalt, but that 
of Paris also, with whom he was supposed 
tw be in conversation, while, aside from 
te four leading characters, hardly any 
part was filled by an artist equal to the little 
Work required. The scenic display was also of 
Qe meagrest description and totally unworthy 
“grand opera.

IN THE COMMONS. 

In the House of Commons Arthur R. D. M- 
liot moved an address in reply to the Queen's 
speech and Samuel Smith seconded the motion.

Sa FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 24.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.}]—It is a notorious fact that, ever 
since having wheedled Congress and the State 
Legislature out of the first enormous conces- 
sions in aid of their projects, the managers of 
the Central Pacific monopoly have in their 
every act shown a thorough contempt for all 
jaw, or even common decency, in the pursuit 
of thelr ends, As recently shown, they have 
stopped at nothing in securing the shaping of 
legislation in their favor, but it is not so wide- 
ly known that in numerous instances where 
laws have been found to conflict with their de- 
sires they have coolly ridden over them, 
and, backed up by the power of the mill- 
fons donated them by the people, have bid- 
den defiance to the laws and those whose 
duty it is to administer them. While in many 
cases they have sought large game, as in the 
ease of the 15,000,000 odd acres of land they are 
now endeavoring to “ corral,”’ but which, thanks 
to their own stupidity, there now seems small 
dope of their ever obtaining, nothing has been 
too small for them to attempt to secure, but in 
all their dealings in this State they seem to 
be controlled by an insatiable, hoggish desire 
to “ go for everything in sicht.“ When by the 
extension of their roads new settlements were 
made possible, they have, by .reason of their 
knowledge in advance of the exact line to be 
followed, and on aceountof their ability to 
change that line to suit themselves, managed, 
in the guise of various “ improvement” and 
development“ companies, to control all the 
available real estate tobe benefited by the 
new line, and have gone into all sorts of hotel, 
newspaper, and other side speeulations in their 
greediness to prevent any outsider profiting in 
any degree from their subsidized enterprises.

May 20, 1861, the Legislature of California 
passed a general law authorizing the incorpora- 
tion of railroads.

The purpose of this company was de- 
clared to de: Por the purpose of construct- 
ing, oWning, and maintaining a raflroad from 


Counties of Santa Clara, Monterey, San Luis 
Obiépe, Tulare, Los Angeles, and San Diego, to 
the Town of San Diego, in said State; thence 
eaétward through the said Couhty of San Diego 
to the eastern line of the State of California; 
thence to connect with a contemplated railroad 
from said eastern line of the State of California 
to the Mississippi River.” 

That was the line over which they were to 
build their road, and that was the only line over 
which they had authority to construct. No 
road has ever built over that line, and the Mus- 
sel Slough Branch, over which a road has been 
built, is over 4 hundred miles distant from this 
authorized line, with a y range of mount- 
ains intervening.

This action was intended only to secure 
postponement of the restoration of the lands 
to the public domain and to prevent settlers 
from filing their homestead and preémption 
claims upon it. A change of Administration 
was about to take place, and the railroad com- 
pany evidently hoped by the employment of 
** solid reasons to be able to secure a decision 
in their favor. How successful they were is 
shown by the following letter from Secretary

It should be. borne in mind, as most im- 
rtant to a correct understanding of the 
istory of this case, that while the arti- 
cles of incorporation of the railroad state 
plainly the counties and towns through 
which the road must run, the 4 map filed 
ee the office of the Secretary 
the Interior showed an entirely different 
Une, and in some cases as much as 140 miles 
distant from that authorized by law. In fact, 
several of the counties through which the road 
was authorized to be built were not touched by 
the line as mapped at all, and are 
not today touched by the line as built. This 
was pointed out by a letter of Noy. 11, 1869, from 
Secretary Cox to Commissioner Wilson, in 
which the former stated that Congress had not 
assumed to confer upon an existing com 
in California the right to construct a road not 
authorized by its articles of incorporation, or to 
diverge from the route which those articles 
prescribe, and that it would be a singular 
anomaly if Congress should empower a State 
Incorporation to do an act expressly forbidden 
by the law ereating it, which State had the 
constitutional power to enact.’’ He accordingly 
Instructed the land which had been withdrawn 
to be restored to the public domain. 
THE TIME OLAUSE. 


The only right which the Southern Pacific 
Company ever had to build a road in the State 
of Oalifornia was that granted it in its articles 
of incorporation under the State act, and the 
company certainly had no shadow of authority 
for building its line to any other points than on 
the route specified in those articles. And, in 
order to obtain the benefits conferred upon it 
by the actof Congress making the grant of 
land. it must not only be — the line 
specified, but must be comp! within the 
time specified.

who went there intending to buy from the 
road company and so secure a title beyond all 
shadow of a doubt. <A word of explanation is 
necessary. Although the alternate sections of 
band along the line of road were withdrawn 
from settlement and granted to the railroad, 
still large tracts have never been surveyed and 
the company has as yet received no patent for 
them. By this means they are enabled to 
shirk the payment of taxes on thousands of 
acres, and so escape their share of the just 
burdens of Government. But in order to in- 
duee settlers to go upon these railroad fands a 
pamphiet was issued full of glowing descrip- 
tions and equally glowing promises of what 
this benevolent corporation would do. On 
page 6 of this pamphlet appears the following:

In ascertaining the value any improvements that 
a settler or other person may have on the lands will 
not be taken into consideration; neither will the 
price be increased in consequence thereof. Settlers 
are thus assured in additjon to being accorded 
the first privilege of purchase at the graded price 
they will also be protected in their improvements. 


Certainly these promises would seem as ex- 


and, being issued on the authority and over the 
signature of railroad officials, would assuredly 
seem to have ali the binding force of the most 
solemn contract. Yet not one of them has 
been kept. 

The first settlers in the Mussel Slough region 
found a barren, treeless plain, which afforded 
a scant subsistence for bands of half-starved 
eattie and sheep during the spring season, 
while for the major portion of the year the soil 
was as void of vegetation as the middle of a 
paved street. For such land $2.50 an acre was 
a large price, and indeed there was no sale at 
all for it at any price. It was and is a standing 
by-word in the State that the more a 
man has of such land the poorer he ig. 
There was but one means by which it 

uld be redeemed and made productive, and 

t means these settlers used. By the ex- 
penditure of thousands of dollars and months 
of bard work long ditches, over 500 
miles in length, were dug, the waters of Kings 
River were conducted over these desert plains, 
and the hard-working settlers began the task 
of building up homes for themselves.

done, every acre of the lands above deseribed 
would be torfeited to the Government. 

Many attempts at compromise have at differ- 
ent times been made between the settlers and 
the railroad company, but 60 far without suc- 
cess, as the demands of the monopoly have in- 
variably been of the go-for-everything-in- 
sigut character, and consequently not to be 
entertained by those desirous of retaining a 
small portion of their hard-won earnings 
for themselves. During the last week a com- 
mittee of newspaper editors from the Mussel 
Slough section has been in San Francisco in 
consultation with the railroad officials. A prop- 
osition was submitted by them looking to a 
final settlement of the trouble on some equit- 
able basis, but so far no answer has been re- 
ceived to it. Inthe meantime, now that there 
is a prospect of some action being taken by 
Congress relative to fraudulently obtained and 
unearned land-grants, this most flagrant ex- 
ample of the monopoly’s misdeeds would seem 
to be a fit subject for investigation.

George B. Zimpelman, of Mexico, Or- 
ganizes a Company and Buys a Two 
Million-Acre Tract of Land—Three 
Thousand Employes — Sixty-Seven 
Thousand Head of Stock, 

Sedalia Democrat : Mr. George B. Zimpelman, 
who is now visiting his friend; Maj. Harvey W. 
Salmon, at Clinton, is probably one of the 
largest landholders In the Republic of Mexico. 
Five years ago he organized the “ Carrolitan 
Mining, Stock-Raising, and Agricultural Com- 
pany,” and went to Chihuahua and purchased 
a Spanish land-grant that was made in 1315. 
The grant was of 2,000,000 acres of as fine 
agricultural and mining lands as exist in 
Mexico. In this grant are five towns, 
three of which contain a population of 
more than 1,200 people each. The prop- 
erty has grown wonderfully in value, 
and it is estimated that it has increased tully 
700 per cent. The company occupy the grant 
with their own stock, and cultivate the soil 
themselves, and also work the mines. They 
have 3,000 men employedin the different in- 
dustries and a large populace of tenants at will. 
On this grant the company have from 40,000 to 
50,000 sheep, 15,000 head of cattle, 1,500 horses, 
1,000 jacks and jennets. They sell their stock 
on the grounds, buyers coming to them and 
purchasing in large numbers. The product of 
the soil is bounteous, wheat averaging seventy 
to seventy-five bushels per acre, and other 
classes of vegetables equally. as prolific. The 
mines are very rich, the crude ore being worth 
from $250 to $500 per ton, about 18 per cent 
being gold. When the company bought this 
grant the purchase included the slaves thereon, 
but these were given their freedom. 

The climate is admirable, there being no 
frosts, and the summer heat is never oppres- 
sive. They are not tormented with flies, mos- 
quitoes, or other} pestifierous and devouring 
insects that are so common in other climes. 

This is, as said, probably the largest land pos- 
session of one ownership on the American con- 
tinent, and when the valuation of the stock, 
mines, and improvements are added the wealth 
of this company is simply enormous.

TRIBUNE reporter yesterday found the only 
free soup-house that is conducted in this city. 
A few months ago Col. Clarke and other gen- 
tlemen connected with the Pacific Garden Mis- 
sion conceived the idea of establishing a res- 
taurant where destitute people could obtain 
good meals free of charge. The founders of 
the institution bought a large number of 5-cent 
and 10-cent tickets, and when street-beggars 
applied to them for aid meal-tickets were given 
instead of money. The result is that since 
December 5,000 meals have been given to needy 


applicants, 

Descending a flight of steps, the reporter 
found himself in a clean and well-lighted apart- 
ment, along which were ranged three rows of 
white-covered tables—perhaps a dozen in all. 
A partitiqn in the rear divided the kitchen 
from the taurant. Near the door was a 
desk for the receipt of tickets. . 

It was noticed that the restaurant was much 
better equipped than the ordinary cheap eat- 
ing-house in the heart of the city. At some of 
these places the knives and forks are actually 
chained to the table, and such a pessimistic re- 
tiection as this upon human honesty must gall 
the proud spirit of any hungry and sensitive 
tramp. It has a depressing effect upon the 
most vigorous appetite to hear the chains 
clank every time a man a 
piece of bread with his fork 
or lifts a morsel on the end of his knife. There 
might be some excuse for chaining the knives 
and forks to the table if they were made of 
anything more valuable than pewter. Besides 
the faith they show in human nature by omit- 
ting this formality, the proprietors of the free 
soup-house do not hang on the walls any such 
tantalizing legend as A piece of pie with 
every 10-cent meal. In the ordinary cheap 
restaurant it must be excruciating for a man 
with only one dime to contemplate such a 
placard and be reminded of the delicious dessert 
which the extent of his finances compels him 
to forego. 

During the feporter’s visit yesterday there 
entered a peculiar individual who has often at- 
tracted agention down-town on account of his 
extreme yaggedness. He lounges about the 
streets in an absent-minded way, occasionally 
kicking a pile of rubbish as if expecting, like 
Micawber, that “something will turn up.“ His 
brown hair is long and unkempt, his face 1s 
stained the color of tobacco-juice, his clothes 
are absolutely in tatters, and no one passes 
him in the street without turning to look at 
him. This character is the very ideal ofa 
confirmed misanthrope. He is said to have an 
interesting history, but he did not look invit- 
ing enough to be approached, and his story 
must be left to the imagination. ; 

There is another character who occasionally 
visits the soup-house, although he did not put 
in an appeararce yesterday. He is a very 
old man, almost sightless, with a strag- 
ling gray beard. He picks up sera 
of paper as he totters along the sidewalk. e 
always staggers, and it is difficult to tell 
whether he does so from the effects of liquor or 
from extreme age. He finds bis way into 
prayer-meetings, mission-rooms, etc., where he 
invariably drops asleep, and never shows the 
slightest disposition to depart until he is re- 
quested to do so. Like poor Jo,“ he has 
resigned himself to the mandate uttered by 
society against such outeasts—** Move on.“ 

One young man who obtained coffee, meat, 
and vegetables at the soup-house yesterday 
was evidently a mechanic who was recovering 
from a prolonged debauch. He was nervous, 
red-eyed, and apparently had been but recen 
converted at the Pacific Garden Mission, whic 
is close at hand. Most of the patrons of 
the soup-houses. are men like this, 
rescued while they are on the road to ruin by 
Col. Clarke and his laborers in the Gospel-hall. 
Ifany of the outcasts who wander into the 
mission are in need of food they are given 
tickets, wuſch can be exchanged for meat, 
soup, and coffee, but not for liquor. 

Sometimes men without tickets and without 
money enter the soup-house, and they are 
given a bowl of soup by the managers, who be- 
lieve that such a gift is even more acceptable 
to the poor than the ** cup of cold water men- 
tioned jn the Scriptural injunction.

WHY IT SHOULD BE STRAIGHT $500. 

ADDITIONAL REASONS FURNISHED BY SALOON- 

KEEPERS THEMSELVES IN FAVOR OF A UNI- 

FORM LICENSE. 

Any news?” asked a reporter yesterday of 
a German saloonkeeper quite prominent among 
his kind. re 

No news that I know of, except that I don’t 
‘agree with the Staats-Zeitung in its howls for 
two kinds of licenses. But please don’t men- 


tion my name, as the brewers, on whom I de- 


pend to some degree, seem to think that every- 
body advocating a uniform license is working 
against their interests.“ 

„Why do you want a uniform license?” 

“ Because it is impossible for a man to run a 
saloon on beer alone, and because I don’t want 
decent men tempted into perjury and clandes- 
tine violation of the contract they enter into 
when obtaining a license.“ : 

The reporter met another saloonkeeper, who 
holds one of the highest offices, if not the 


highest, in the State Liquor League. This gen- 
tleman said in the course of the conversa- 
tion: 


J am not so sure that the Harper law is 
constitutional, but if itis I want to see it en- 
forced and no Wodging. It was passed, I 
really believe, for the purpose of encouraging 


| respectability in our business, and I, for one, 


want to see the law fairly tested. It is all 

nonsense to talk about the hardship of the law 
at this time as far as Chicago is concerned. 
Every saloonkeeper knows that he cannot 
exist on the sale of beer alone—that he must 
keep whisky, wine, and other liquors besides 
beer to satisfy the demands of his customers: 
The City Council did a fair thing by the small 
saloonkeepers when the $103 ordinance was 
passed, and gave them a chance to prepare for 
the high license prescribed by the State. But 
no further concession should be made, and a 
uniform license should be established in Chi- 
cago as soon as the Harper law is declared con- 
stitutional. To fight it afterwards would be 
nonsense, except in the Legislature. Law 
is law, and should be submitted to. 

I don't believe that 1,000 of the 3,700 licensed 
saloons in Chicago will have to close on account 
of the $500 license, and nobody will be the loser 
on that account—at all events, not the general 
public. It has been altogether too easy a mat- 
ter to start a saloon, and the business has been 
overdone on that account. Those small sa- 
loonkeepers have had fair warning, and have, 


therefore, no reason to complain. Yes, if the 


German localities were to have been benefited, 
a lower license for the sale of beer and wine 
would have been justifiable and practical, but 
as it stands now no Chicago saloon can do busi- 
ness except under a $500 license. I have been 
told by a police court clerk that he expected 
to find the police courts crowded with 
saloonkeepers every morning, in case 
the Council recognized the beer clause in the 
Harper law, and I think with him that the 
Council could do no worse harm to the saloon- 


keepers than pass an ordinance granting a. 


beer license as well as a géneral one.

** Gemmen, he murdered me, an’ if it warn't 
fo’ de doctor I'd be a dead nigger,” said Baldy 
Sours”’ to a jury in the Criminal Court before 
Judge Gardner yesterday. “He said I ’sulted 
two cullud ladies, and I told him he war a base 
prewaricator. He got huffy, and I let him have 
it—biff, biff. He pulled a gun and, bitt, biff, 
shot me right yere in the lungs, gemmen. The 
bullet 's dar yet. I'd been killed if I warn’t 
standing befo’ you now.” 

The statement was irresistibly funny and 
everybody had to laugh. The witnesses were 
all colored, and their peculiar manner of relat- 
ing their testimony frequently gave rise to 
outbursts of merriment. The prisoner on trial 
was John Butler. June 3 he got into an alter- 
cation with **‘ Baldy Sours,’’ in which he drew a 
pistol and shot the latter. Baldy has him- 
self occasionally figured as defendent in similar 
trials, but he has persistently refused to tell 
his real name. He was very reluctant to do so 
when he presented his evidence to the grand 
jury, and it was only when told that without 
his name an indictment would be incomplete 
he consented to enlighten the investigators on 
that point. His euphonious and alliterative 
title, as stated by himself, is Schaack Satter- 


field. Several people said his general reputa- | 


tion was bad, and that he had dangerous flaht- 
ing proclivities. The jury, however, found 
Butler guilty of assault to do injury, 
and he will be sentenced next week. 

John Cavanaugh, ‘The Kid from Troy.“ who 
was released yesterday because there was not 
sufficient evidence to hold him for complicity 
in the murder of John McMahon, was rear- 
rested on leaving the jailon a charge of as- 
sault to do injury on Officer John McCarthy 
It is alleged that Cavanaugh resisted arrest and 
shot the policeman in the leg two years ago.

CHARITY ORGANIZED. 

INITIAL MEETING OF THE NEW ORGANIZATION 
AT UNION PARK CONGREGATIONAL CHURCH. 
The initial meeting of the Charity Organiza- 

tion Society at the Union Park Congregational 

Church last evening was largely attended. 

Judge Rogers in opening the meeting stated 

that the society had been organized a little 

more than a year. Its purpose was not to give 
aid to the poor, but to give such relief as to 
make pauperism unnecessary. For much of 
the time since its organization the means of 


the society had been exhausted in es 
tablishing offices and circulating books. 
It had been decided some time ago 


to divide the city into six districts—one on the 
North Side, two on the South, and three on the 
West Side. The districts were now in opera- 
tion excépt those planned for the West Side. 
The meeting had been called to secure means 
for the work on that side of the river.

For five morthe his society had been quietly at 
work, but nothing had been said of it, but when 
a wood-yara for tramps, a remedial measure, was 
established the papers were fullof it. A man 
had told him he liked to give to hospitais and 
asylums for there he could see the results of 
his gifts, but in giving his money to prevent 
pauperism he could see no returns. Hospitals 
and asylums were doing a great work, but the 


Relief and Aid Society, and from the county at 
the same time, was discovered recently. Each 
district had a paid agent who investigated the 
cases and reported them to the District Com- 
mittee.

The Rev. Dr. E. P. Goodwin, of the First 
Congregational Church, said the number of 

ns cared for by the churches was surpris- 
fae. a preventive — — turn

into municipal matters. He was heartily in 
favor of the plan proposed. 

The Rev. Thomas E. Green, of the Eighth 
Presbyterian Church, doubted the feasibility of 
turning all the charity work of the churches 
over to outside hands, but og perhaps the 
field was too large for them the proposed 
plan might work better. 

The Rev: Dr. W. M. Lawrence, of the Second 
Baptist Church, thought the work could not be 
any worse off than it now was, and it might be 
better. He did not think any system would do 
away entirely with the requiring of charity by 
many persons, but it might get rid of some of 
them. 


Mr. Henry Greenebaum thought the system 
could be made of great utility in a city like 
Chicago. It would certainly unite all religious 
people in the work of uplifting bumanity. Any 
work tending to decrease pauperism would do 
away with Socialism. 

Short addresses were made by Bishop Fal- 
lows, the Rev. Luther Pardee, the Rev. T. N. 
Morrison, and the Rev. Dr. Gilbert, all favor- 
ing the establishing of the three districts. 

Subscriptions to the amount of $250 were 
taken, and the matter of obtaining the re 
mainder was referred to the following commit- 
tee: Henry Greenebaum, E. Nelson Blake, Al- 
bert H. Castle, Patrick H. Rice, and A. M.

In the 
circular the doctor describes himself as a 
‘* clairvoyant physician and magnetic healer of 
marvelous power,“ having been in active 
practice nearly thirty years.“ He says 
his vegetable medicine receives a mag- 
netic power from a “band of invis- 
bles, who have successfully treated ev 
disease that flesh is heir to. Enoug 
medicine to last a month will be sent for $2: if 
this is not sufficient each succeeding month the 
charge will be only $1.15. The great healer 
then says: “Send three 2-cent stamps, lock of 
hair, age, one leading symptom, and I will tell 
what ails you free.“ He naively says, still fur- 
ther on: The immense practice we have is 
telling on my brain; still I will continue as 
long as the good spirits will sustain me.” Hav- 
ing a silky-haired dog at home the lady cut off 
a lock of its hair and sent it to the magnetic 
healer,“ saying in the letter that it was taken 
from her 4-year-old boy, and asking for a diag- 
nosis of the case. It came. It is on a long 
strip of writing-paper, and dated Maquoketa, 
Ia., Dec. 13, 1883, and reads:

THE AMERICAN HOG. 

AN HUNGARIAN PAPER CRIES OUT ON ALLEGED 
TAINTED MEATS FROM CHICAGO, AND SAYS 
TWO CAN PLAY AT THE GAME OF RETALIA- 
TION. 

The Buda Pesth Nemzet, an Hungarian paper 
of recent date, has this to say on the European 
prohibition of American pork and the retalia- 
tory measures which America threatens to 


adopt: 

America proposes to adopt retaliatory measures 
against Austro-Hungary and other European 
States on account of their prohibition of American 
smoked meats. The Presidentof the United States 
has been asked to forbid the importation of wines, 
liquors, or provisions from countries that will not 
modify or nullify their legislation against Amer- 
ican meats. Whether the suggestion has been 
adopted we do not know, but its adop- 
tion would have a great effect upon the 
commerce of Europe and America, especially 
upon the Hungarian merchandise which is ex- 
ported to the United States. As the matter now 
stands, we will have to take a position similar to 
that of America. The papers throughout the 
United States have made it understood that for- 
eign countries prohibit American meats in order to 
promote their own industries. This impression, 
however, is faise, for the foreign States, and our 
Government in particular, prohibit American 
meats for sanitary reasons. If the Americans 
think that this is merely a subterfuge on our part, 
let them read the ninth annual report of the State 
Board of Health of Michigan. It is related on 
pages 47 and 49 how Dr. Baker was sent to Chicago 
to learn the cause of hog-cholera, and how he saw 
hogs that were dying from that disease, butchered 
together with healthy ones and prepared for the 
market. The Doctor thus describes what he saw: 

**Supposing that the hogs were on their way to 
an assorting-place, where the diseased could be 
separated from those that were apparentiy well, 
I followed them until they were driven up an in- 
clined plane to the upper story of the slaughter- 
house. I gained admittance, took up a position 
directly over the pen, and saw that the diseased 
hogs died as honorable a death as the healthy 
ones.“ 

When the Health Commissioner of an American 
State makes such a report as this from a city like 
Chicago, where the greater amount of meat is put 
up forthe European markets, when he describes 
how healthy and diseased hogs are packed for 
shipment without discrimination, no one will blame 
our Government for prohibiting the importation 
of such meats. European States will protect their 
inhabitants against such food as this, and they will 
withdraw no prohibitory regulations until America 
assures them that sanitary safeguards for meat 
such as exist in Europe will be adopted in the 
United States. America tries to frighten us by 
threatening to prohibit our wines, liquors, etc., but 
Hungary and other European countries are not to 
be intimidated. If America adopts such means to 
force tainted meats on European markets the 
European Governments will be justified in exclud- 
ing wheat and other American productions. We 
must adhere strictly to prohibition and follow the 
advice of our Health Commission, no r what 
America says to intimidate us. 
if carried out, could do us no injury.

THE FOUNULINGS’ HOME. 


TORY OF THE HOME AND THE GRATIFYING 
RESULTS OF ITS WORK. 
The large addition to the Chicago Foundlings’ 
Home, No. 114 South Wood street, was dedi- 
cated last night. Throughout the day, begin- 
ning at 11 a. m., the Ladies’ Union Aid Society 
held a reception, there being a steady stream 
of visitors. The new building, for which the 
„ house-warming” of the day and the dedi- 
catory exercises of the evening were held, has 
been erected during the last year through the 
generosity of Sidney A. Kent, who gave for the 
purpose $16,284, and other friends of the insti- 
tution, W. G. Hibbard coming next on the lust 
in the amount of his donation. Soon after the 
Superintendent, Dr. Shipman, returned from 
Nurope, one year ago, it was thought desirable 
by these friends to furnish him with a dwelling 
adjacent to the bome, and at the same 
time furnish additional accommodation 
for the institution in the way of pro- 
viding for more inmates. Accordingly 
the work was soon after commenced, and the 
result is a building 62x40, five stories high, 
connected with the old home so as to practically 
form a part of it. In the basement is the 
boiler-room, cellar, and laundry. 
two floors above are occupied by Dr. Ship- 
man and family. The fourth floor is occupied 
by ladies in charge of the home, and in this are 
nine dormitories. The fifth story is designed 
for hospital pu there being eight rooms 
for nurses and babies when sick, furmshing 
them with a quiet, retired spot, which has not 
hitherto been possible. The house is heated 
by steam and has excellent ventilation. The 
néw building cost $25,565. It was furnished 
handsomely throughout by P. B. Weare and 
other friends at a cost of $1,700. At present 
there are fifty-six babies in the home, and the 
increased capacity will permit the comfortable 
accommodation of ten more. There are be- 
tween thirty and forty mothers who are with 
larger percentage than 
usual. 

The dedicatory exercises of the new 
building took place at 8 p. m. e large double 
parlors in the second story were thrown open 
and were thronged, many being unable to ob- 
tain admission and contenting themselves with 
listening in the halls. A temporary platform 
was erected at the north end of the rooms, and 
was decorated with flowers. W. G. Hibbard, 
President of the Board of Trustees, presided. 
A quartet, consisting of Mrs. Louis Falk, so- 

rano; Miss Pauline Roummeiss, contralto; 

C. Smith, tenor; and D. A. Kimbark, basso, 
furnished excellent and appropriate music. 
After prayer by the Rev. Dr. Meloy Dr. Ship- 
man was introduced and was gree with pro- 


longed clapping of hands. He spoke with visi- . 


ble emotion of the time, fifteen years 
ago, when the “first inspiration to 
found the home came to him. He was called 
to see a newly-born child found in a hallway, 
stark naked. The following day he learned 
that Chicago had no place for the little waif. 


After thinking praying for a time he felt 
that God had upon him to provide such a 
lace. There was a misapprehension as to the 


me. Some thought it was supported by the 
city, some by the county, others by the Sta 
still others that he had opened the place 
cause he had too much money and wanted to 
get rid of it, while others asserted that he was 
poor and had to do something to earn a living. 
The facts were he felt that God had called upon 
him to open the home, and he had done so. 
There had never been a solicitor for charity in 


its employ. The receipts since it opened 
had been $156,470, and of this 
$88,690 had been expended for the 


two buildings. Before the home was founded 
the Coroner averaged an inquesta day over the 
body of an abandoned infant. Mothers, too, 
were here provided with homes, and when they 
left they knew that if sickness overtook them 
or they were unable to obtain employment 
they could find these doors open to them. He 
had been asked if the institution did not en- 
courage crime. He believed that it had largely 
done away with infanticide, and as for adul- 
tery, mothers were always taught that they 
could not come here twice on the same errand. 
Since the home opened 4,978 infants had been 
received. Of these 889 had been given away, 
1,097 were returned to their mothers and 
friends, and 2,992 had died. The per cent of 
deaths was enormous, but so many of 
the charges came on the coldest nights, 
wrapped only in a newspaper, that it 
was not to be wondered at. In December, 
1882, it was resolved to take no more children 
unless there were enough wet nurses, and as a 
consequence the death-rate fell from 50 to 20 
per cent. It had also been resolved to take no 
more children than could be well accommo- 
dated. This had brought criticism from those 
not familiar with the facts, but had not caused 
the management to swerve frem its sense of 
duty. He returned hearty thanks to the 
friends who had done so much for the home. 

Dr. H. M. Scudder, of Plymouth Congrega- 
tional Church, and Dr. A. E. Kittredge also 
made remarks. 

The new home is completed, furnished 
throughout, and dedicated, and not a dollar of 
indebtedness rests upon it.

which is to be located in Englewood, is a meas- 
ure that has been too long delayed, and the 
people begin to feel their insecurity from fire: 
The Town of Lake, which has a territory six miles 
square, and contains some of the largest manu- 
facturing interests outside of Chicago around 
the city, has but two steam fire-engines, three 
hook-and-ladder and hose trucks, and two hose- 
carts with which to protect the property of its 
citizens from fire. engines are located in 
the vicinity of the Stock-Yards and packing- 
houses, which has a  fireengine of 
its own and a chemical engine fur- 
nished by the insurance companies, while the 
other portions of the town are at the mercy of 
the flames. Monday evening the Hanford oil 
works burned nearly an hour before sufficient 
hose could be got together to reach the nearest 
lug, nearly half a mile away. The Englewood 
— Company were on the ground in good 
time, but all the hose they could muster would 
only reach less than half way. While the 
small Fire Department of Lake were playing 
on the oil fire in the adjoining Town of Hyde 
Park a residence was nearly burned to the 
ground before a stream of water could be got 
upon it, and the family barely escaped with 
their lives. All this occurre¢ during a drizzling 
rain when everything was wet anddamp. The 
people begin to think that, under favorable cir-

From the report of the Secretarf of the American 
Iron & Steel Association, just issued, it appears 
that the curtailment in the production of pig-iron for 
1883 was much less than was generally supposed. 
The total was 5,146,972 net tons, as against 1,178,122 
net tons for 1882—a decrease of 31,150 tons. Dur- 
ing the year 17 furnaces were burned or abandoned 
und 13 new ones were completed, leaving 683 com- 
pleted furnaces at the close of 1883. There are 19 
furnaces now in course of erection. The, amount 
of domestic pig-iron on hand and unsold in the 
hands of manufacturers Jan. 1, 1884, was 171,802 tons 
bituminous, 178,020 tons anthracite, and 185,978 tons 
charcoal, or a total of 533,800 tons. The shrinkage 
in price may be seen from the following. which 
deals with average quotations: No.1 anthracite 
foundry pig-iron at tidewater fell from $25.00 in Juu- 
uary to 621.00 in December; gray forge pig-iron at 
tidewater from $21.00 to $18.00; Bessemer pig-iron 
at Pittsburg from $24.50 to $21.00; gray forge pig- 
iron, all lake ore at Pittsburg, from $22.00 to $19.00; 
steel rails in Pennsylvania from $40.00 to $35.(0. 
The same authority gives the total production ot 
the 15 Bessemer steel works which were in operation 
in the United States in 1883 at 1.654.627 net tons, 
against 1,096,450 net tons for 1882, which is a de- 
crease of 41,823 tons. From the birth of the Bes- 
semer steel industry up to 1883 the production had 
shown an uninterrupted annuapincrease, as will be 
seen from the foliowing:

The protective tariff on consumers] induced 
millions of capital to enter into this industry, 
and, like the sugar business, skilled labor was 
employed to build these vast mills; mechan- 
ical skill devised new machinery, quickening 
the processes, and European labor came @ 
work for better wages than it could get at 
bome. [But a dollar buys far less here than 
there.] In the good old times a spindle rum 
ning 400 revolutions per minute was doing 
great work; now a spindle makes from 6,000 to 
8,000 revolutions per minute. The same is true 
of the spindle in free-trade English factories, 
but like the sugar refineries the work-people 
get lower wages than are paid here. But the 
wages have far more purchasing power in free-

Harbor, says: We have opened a winter fishery 
at Birch Lake, a tributary of Lake Winnipes- 
During January we caught about 250,000 pounds 
of pickerel, alarge percentage of which was 
sent to the New York market. They are
